Claims 1-6, 9-11 

Document 1 (JP 63-116695 A (Nitto Electric 
Industrial Co., Ltd.), 20 May 1988), cited in the 
international search report, discloses carrier particles 
for immobilizing a physiologically active substance, 
obtained by activating a carbodiimide by means such as 
adding an aqueous solution of a water-soluble carbodiimide 
to a latex which includes polymer particles having 
carboxyl groups, and then f reeze-drying, and also 
discloses a process for producing the same (claims and 
examples 1-16) . 



Although document 1 above mentions a water-soluble 
carbodiimide, it does not mention a carbodiimide resin. 
However, since the scope of the carbodiimide resins in 
these inventions in the present application includes 
resins in which n in the repeating unit [-R-N=C=N) „-] is 
1, the aforementioned water-soluble carbodiimide can be 
considered to be fall within the scope of the carbodiimide 
in these inventions in the present application. 

Therefore, as production processes, the inventions 
set forth in claims 9-11 do not differ from the afore- 
mentioned invention disclosed in document 1 and are not 
novel. The inventions set forth in claims 1-6 relating to 
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composite,, particles obtained by such a production process 
also do not differ from the aforementioned invention 
disclosed in document 1, and are not novel. 

Claims 7 and 8 

The inventions set forth in claims 7 and 8 are not 
disclosed in any of the documents cited in the 
international search report, and are not obvious to a 
person skilled in the art. 
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
